The policies of each of the 45 
senior institutions pertaining to the admissions of and granting 
of credit to transfer students and related matters are enumerated 
in this one document. The compilation saves persons needing such 
information the time and effort which otherwise would be required 
to go through the individual institutional catalogs. Even then 
the information sought may not be found since some catalogs pre- 
sent less information about transfer policies than this report. 

As was the case for the original edition, the statements of 
policies reported herein were obtained through a questionnaire 
completed by the admissions officers of the senior institutions. 
The policies, which apply to the 1974-75 academic year, appear by 
institution in alphabetical order. 

No attempt was made to edit the institutional responses. In 
fact, exact wording of the respondents is used insofar as possible. 
Readers should familiarize themselves with the questionnaire items 
in order to interpret more accurately the responses. The question- 
naire is appended.
